E complain when there is 

no selection beyond that of 

fabric, color and trimming, 

as in days of yore, when 

the cloche reigned supreme. And 

now that there is a wide choice, of 

really different models, we still 

complain. .For it is true that there 

are many new types to be seen 

and had. many of them possessed 

of a really start)ing originality. 

And it is equally true that ¢his 

originality makes the subsequert 

variety imperative, for some of the 

originations are becoming to only 
a few. 

A visit to the French salons, in 
the shops that devote a deal of 
space to millinery, impresses one 
with the differeritness of the orlg- 
{nations that are on display. 
Prices of theze model hats are, as 
a rule, prohibitive, but it is pos- 
sible to procure an wxact copy at 
a substantial reduction, if one finds 
a shape that is, individually, per- 
fection. But one’s best chance of 
finding becomingness rests with 
the adaptations —sometimes of 
several hats—to be found in the 
ready-to-wear departments where 
hats are moderately priced. 

One cannot complain of lack of 
variety, but they may find this a 
Wability rather than an asset, for 
it gives one a certain sense of re- 
sponsibility—only the most becom- 
ing will do, of course. There has 
never been another season quite 
like it, and it is certainly a far 
cry from the day of the ubiquitous 
cloche to the present day mode— 
in which even the cloche plays a 
part. Many influences have 
brought about the situation—nota- 
bly the “African” and the tam-o- 
shanter. 

Velvet, Felt And Velours 

There ave three extremely fash- 
fonable materials, this late fall— 
velvet, felt and velours. There are 
hats of all three, or of two of the 
three in combination, and one will 
not make a mistake in choosing 
from the trio. Felts and velours 
grow finer in their quality with 
every passing season, and no sea- 
son passes that they are not fea- 
tured. They are the fabrics un- 
paralleled for the smart, small hat 
that is really the most important 
mode! of the mode, although there 
are large hats in far greater pro- 
portion than is usual at this time 
of the year. 

Both the felts and \velours are 
supple and soft of texture. They 
have to be, to follow a mode so 
whimsical, and ft is to their credit 
that they find no difficulty in doing 
this. They take on the rather in- 
tricate lines that fashion favors 
and are excellent mediums for the 
so-popular adjustable hat, Some 
of them are so light of weight that 
they will crush into the pocket of 
one’s topcoat, thus winning for 
themselves the adoration of the 
sportswoman. Such a hat would 
not, of course, be anything but ex- 
tremely simple of line. 

But many of these shapes are 
reproductions of the very smartest 
hats that Paris has to offer, and 
they are being worn everywhere 
that sports attire is accepted, and 
that means many places. They be- 
long to the group that is known as 
adjustable, and this group includes 
models for many purposes. Many 
shops make a specialty of the hat 
that may be changed to suit one’s 
mood, The material is so supple 
that the crown may be creased or 
dented; the brim turned down or 
rolled—to suit one’s fancy. 

“ " €he Tam Tops The Mode 


Hardly a milliner, arsong the 
many that make Paris « fashion 
gonter, omitted the tam from their 
openings. It is hardly believable, 
the variety they brought to it, but 
one sees, and believes. They have 
made use of felt, velours and velvet, 
syouthfal, emart and draped with 
skill, Sometimes two matertals 
are used, again only one: some of 


the models achieve height, others 
droop fetchingly over one ear. And 
they possess a certain amount of 
adjustability, which is good, 

The African turban is probably 
the most original of the new 
shapes, To the many who find the 
brimless hat unbecoming it will 
prove useless, indeed, for already 
there have been many, who hava 
hitherto, worn a turban, that have 
found this new version of it any- 
thing but suitable to their in- 
dividual style. It possesses a dis- 
tinctive slope that makes the lack 
of a brim even more noticeable, 
and there is no compromise what- 
soever. 

Turbans, berets and  tamsj; 
draped high crowns and all sorts 
of height in this feature; upturned 
brims and the old, familiar, becom. 
ing cloche brim, subtle lines of 
both crown and brim, and in- 
genious interpretations of the ap- 
proved trimming motifs—these are 
everywhere in evidence. One is 
bound to appreciate the beauty of 
the fabrica, alone or in combina- 
tion, and to recognize genius in 
the application of the somewhat 
Mmited decoration—the more lim- 
ited the trimming, the more need- 
ful is skill 


Color Serves As A Trimming 


Yre are indebted to the coler 
card for a deal of the beauty in 
our newest hats. Autumn has 
brought forth some very lovely 
shades, and fashion has decreed 
that they be used generously, 
stressing the effectiveness of color 
contrast and color harmony. There 
is a new blue, sometimes described 
as a light navy, jungle green, mar- 
row, biege and the wine reds, and 
new shades of purple. Designers 
plan for you to match your cos- 
tume, to choose a hat that makes 
an effective contrast, or to wear @ 
hat that is made up of two colors, 
one of them the color of your 
frock. 

Colors themselves are so lovely 
that they are ornamental. Again 
they are effectively used in touches 
of trimming, effectively applied. 
Many of the smart shapes keep to 
the most taflored of trimmings— 
grosgrain ribbon can be made into 
many widely varying treatments 
and leads the group of simple deo 
orative effects. The ornamental 
pin is a favorite touch, especially on 
the velvet hat, and affor:is just 
enough brightness to make rich 
colors more effective, 

(he double brim is one form of 
trimming that is different and 
smart. Two colors, or two shades 
of one color, are used in this treat- 
ment, shades and colors kept in 
harmony with the costume, Ostrich 
fancies are a favorite trim, flowers 
are used; and there is a tendency 
to single trimming motifs when 
ribbon or bands of embroidery are 
not used. Metal braids have a place 
in the hat mode, and there is a 
wide use of self-trimming, especial- 
ly in the atrictly tailored models. 


Four Small And One Large 


Expressing the tenderiey to high 
crowns that slope back from the 
face, we have the model in velvet 
that may be reckoned in the tur- 
ban class, There is no brim, yet 
one gets the effect of a brim by 
the unusual manipulation uf the 
fabric. Folds of the material and 
lines of rhinestones are the trim- 
ming, so that there is sharp con- 
trast between material and decora- 
tion. Pearl beads and the larger 
“tear drops” may be used the same 
way. 

Expressing the same tendency, 
another model employs velvet and 
metal brocade, the latter forming 
a visor effect and furnishing the 
sole trimming, unless one excepts 
the corded folds that give the 
crown the effect of an secordion. 
The tendency of the general mode 
is expreased here, for metals are 
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®@pproved and sharp contrasts add 
to the luxury that is its most prom- 
iment characteristic. The color of 
the velvet in the creased crown is 
@ soft shade of brown. 

A little later we shall be wearing 
fur coats and cloth coats heavily 
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furred. That means the smail, 
bright hat—the smallness made 
imperative by the huge collar, and 
the brightness desirable against 
the dull background of the fur, 
Such « hat, in chiffon velvet, is 
pictured.

HE freedom of modern life 

and the addiction of many 

women to sports has brought 

the sweater into a fashionable 
prominence that it has never be- 
fore enjoyed. As a result we 
choose from sweaters, sweater 
suits and cardigan jackets what 
might well be termed a sweater 
wardrobe, just as we choose a shoe 
or a millinery wardrobe. Of course, 
as always, we are faced by the 
problem of propriety, for some 
wear the knitted garment well and 
others not so well—it is essentially 
the property of the slender wom- 
an, not the stout. 

But of all the various types the 
cardigan jacket is the most kindly, 
ft is even claimed for it that it 
slenderizes, and there will be scores 
ready to back these claims. For 
sweaters, as they .re offered now- 
adays, are very desirable, and re- 
semble the first knitted garment 
of that name only in name, so to 
speak. The simple type, pictured, 
that may be worn under a coat or 
by itself, is a truly usefu’ thing, 
and at least one of its sort is noces- 
gary.
